20 get rid of them he suggests a commer- 
cially prevared pellet bait containing metaldehyde, used at the rate of 5 
to 10 pounds per acre, 

Snail and slug bait can be mixed at home, but for small garden areas 
the commercially prepared product is generally more economical, 
points out, #ntomologists consider metaldehyde bait more effective and 
safer than arsenicals,
